a barber shop of his own and hire 
the others. 
They decided 
to 
pool 
their resources, and by so doing they 
secured a lease on a good stand and 
furnished it. 
The receipts go into a 
common fund, a reserve is kept to 
meet rent, light, and other expenses, 
and at the end of the w eek the re- 
clpts are divided. 
Thus 
far, 
according to the men, 
the co-operative schem e has been a 
success. 
Not only 
do 
they 
make 
more monev ])er man out of each 
shave or hair cut, but they find, so 
they 
that the general public will 
patropi^^ them rather than a shop 
own^d ^^by a boss. 
Each man feels 
that ha- is helping 
the- 
man 
who 
shaves him to get along in the w'orld. 
Besides that, the interest of the 
barbers them selves is in they * work, 
and they “ hustle” for trade, and do 
their best work on each customer, 
hoping he will 
become 
a 
regular 
patron. 
The boss’ share of a shop is about 
half the total receipts, out of which 
he must pay expenses. 
The expenses 
of this, six chair shop, including the 
jW'ages paid the porter, amount 
t(» about $75 dollars a month, accord­ 
ing to"€ me month’s receipts in the co- 
operaHve place. 
By eliminating the 
boss the 
figure that they are di­ 
viding 
between 
them selves $100 a 
month that he would have received. 
Besides that, they are increasing the 
business and gaining in; trade steadi­ 
ly , and that in a stand which never 
lias been a great money maker.

NOVEL CHURCH ON WHEELS. 


Unique Chapel Car, With Bishop Hen- 
nessy in Charge, to Tour Kansas. 


Wichita, Kan.—A chapel car, the 
only one of its k ind in the world, 
has been brought to Wichita from 
Chicago. 
The car was made in the 
Pullman car shops at Pullman, 111., a 
suburb of Chicago. 
The chapel car will be in charge of 
Bishop Hennessy until next December. 
In this time the bishop, assisted by a 
priest and a cook , will tour the branch 
lines of the railroads through Kan­ 
sas. 
He will stop at the towns and 
gather the scattered members of the 
church for the purpose of administer­ 
ing to them the sacraments of the 
church, instructing the young and 
lending financial assistance to the 
poor. 
The first of the novel religious cere­ 
monies in connection with the chapel 
car was seen in Chicago, when the 
small, convenient church on wheels 
was dedicated under the auspices 
o f 
the Catholic Church Extension society 
by Archbishop Quigley, of Chicago. 
The “chapel car” is the gift of Am­ 
brose Perry, of New York . Excepting 
the pope’s private chapel car, which 
has never been used, it is the only one 
o f the k ind. 
The car was built on the model of 
the Pullman private car. 
It is fitted 
with the necessary accessories for 
travel. It contains two sleeping apart­ 
ments, a k itchen and a library. 
The 
distinctive feature is the chapel, built 
to accommodate 50 persons. 
It con­ 
tains an altar and a confessional, 
where the various sacraments of the 
church can be administered. The car, 
with its fittings, is valued at $15,000.
